pelled the counties to borrow in order 
to get state-federal aid.

C O T T O N M ARKETING. 


Sooner or later the Farmers Mar­ 
keting Association of America will 
be affiliated with toe Federal Farm 
Board, said M. Ii. Wolfe, genera] 
manager of the association upon his 
return from Washington today. 
The question of co-operative m ar­ 
keting of cotton in Texas was dis­ 
cussed with President Hoover and 
the President’s attention was espec­ 
ially called to the fact that there are 
two schools of co-operative marketing 
among farmers just as there are dif­ 
ferent schools of medicine among 
doctors. They differ sometimls 6n 
the diagnosis of the case and the 
remedy to be applied. 
The marketing school known as th# 
Sapiro system and represented by the 
co-operatives fostered by the Farm 
Board believe strongly in collective 
selling of cotton and major on that 
point. While the other school repre­ 
sented by the Farmers Marketing As­ 
sociation of America, Inc. believes in 
co-operative marketing with special 
stress on the farmers getting cost of 
production and a reasonable profit. 
The Farmers Marketing Association 
believes the 
Farm 
Board’s policy 
should be broadened out to include 
both schools of co-operatives, espec­ 
ially is this true in Texas where an 
average crop is five million bales, 
making it impossible for one associa­ 
tion to handle more than one fifth of 
the crop. 
If farm relief is to be a reality 
and the Farm Board is to be an ef­ 
fective agency it is imperative that 
this question have serious considera­ 
tion without delay, and that no div­ 
ert mination be made against one as­ 
sociation in favor of another. 
The Farm Board’s loan plan for 
the new crop contemplates supple­ 
mental loans only, which means that 
all co-operative marketing associa­ 
tions must rely on the local banks 
or the intermediate credit banks for 
money, together with small addition­ 
al loans from the Farm Board, per­ 
haps ten per cent of the market 
value. Texas banks might as well get 
ready to finance the cotton crops as 
they have always done. In as much as 
the handling charges of our associa­ 
tion costs the farm er less than half 
what it costs in the other association, 
we expect to handle a large volume 
of cotton this fall. 


BEES OFTEN FLY EIGHT MILES 
FOR HONEY LOAD. 


Confirming the honeybee’s reputa­ 
tion for diligence, the United States 
Department of Agriculture recently 
learned that a bee will sometimes fly 
as much as 8 miles and return with 
its minute load. Under such circum­ 
stances a single pound of honey 
would represent approximately 18,- 
000 trips of 16 miles each, or nearly 
300.OOO miles of flight by bees. 
In a locality in Wyoming where 
irrigated alfalfa is virtually the only 
source of honey, the department plac­ 
ed some hives 8 miles from he near­ 
est nectar supply. The bees iv ade 
daily trips to the alfalfa, loaded with 
honey, and returned. Since the bees 
flew this distance regularly, the de­ 
partment apiculturists assume they 
might fly even farther if necessary. 
Flying these 16-mile trips, how­ 
ever, some bees fail to return home 
because sand storms overtake them 
or headwinds impede them. Laden 
with honey, they are forced to rest 
often on the way home, particularly 
when flying into the wind or in cool 
weather. When they reach the hive 
after such long trips they often make 
abnormal 
landings, and frequently 
fail to alight at the entrance of the 
h i v e . -------------- ::-------------- 
Soaking any kind of fresh meat in 
water before cooking it is a mistake. 
It draws out the juices which give the 
haracteristic flavor and add to its 
food value. 
Before cooking simply 
wipe meat off with a damp cloth or 
trim it.
